1 together in wretched lodging homes during 
their star, they are very quiet arid harmless— much 
more so than s similar body of men nrthe- Caucasian 
race would he. Compare, far in stance, Ihc conduct cf 
the Celestials -with, that of trie Boldlera of the 77tb Me- 
cjtuent or of [lis sailors of It. Mi ship Favorite. Bnt 
they cte s good deal persecuted, both here and in tha 
interior, and aa the worm will men when trod upon, 
■c may the Chittctr, end riots msy ensue. It la 
necessary, therefore) that eatno more eEBciont police 
prolcctinn should ho afforded. At the gold-fields this 
is en imperatively necessary, that sooner or later somo 
•feres of bloodshed may be expected, unless precau. 
tionnry measures are ndopled. Iu Sydney there are 
plenty of policemen, bnt they ore seldom at hand when 
wanted. Bud the Chinese ore maltreated and insulted 
with imp unity ; so much so, that those wlto get back 
to tha " Flowery Land '" may, with a rery gteat share 
of reason, etigmatiis the oeople of New South Wales 
•s "outer barbarians." Wehava hcaid of Chinese 
being mobbed and deprived of tlieii " tails " in trio 
public streets, by brutal and half, drunk en seamen— of 
their being whipped uriafim by draymen, ss they 
passed quictir alone, the streets in single file— of 
thoir heimt stoned by idle ooys— and or their 
hata find other arliales having been taken from them 
by fores. U would be difficult, perhaps, to punish in- 
dividual assaults, because the Ohinese could aearettv 
be brought to eid the praseeution.bul for stone thv«w- 
inR and hat stcslinn there aro easy remedies. The 
former, under an ennctmtnt introduced by th* lata 
Mr.'G. R. Niohnts, is a soedslly poiiisbcbl a offence, 
which may be pronecultd by the onlooker, and any 
oitlsen who witnesses a larceny end faila to transfer 
the thief to the castody ef the first policeman, 
makes himself morally, if not legally, a party 
to the theft. Still there is little feat that any 
of these rascalities will lead to an outbreak 
in the metropolis. To fear nay such tiain E s 
among tha Chincso flwe as have taken plsoe 
in Borneo is ainiuly nbsnrd, and although we have all 
along ad eoitteil tlie necessity for regulating Chineee 
immigration, it has not been for this reason. 

There has hesn a motion in ths Assembly by Mr. 
Forater cn which the debate has not yet terminated, 
but in the principles of which we wholly concur. Its 
effect is to affirm the expediency of separating the 
politiaal nnd scmi-iudieial functions now excrcifcdi by 
the law officer! of the Crown. They airs, in fact, 
wholly incompatible with taob. other ; and the posi- 
tion of a minister of justice is incompatible with that 
'of A practising barrister. There ought to be an sddi* 
tiOD&l secretary for this department, with a seat in the 
Cabinet who, if a barrister or sttorney, should be 
prohibited from practising while he held olHue. Bui 
sre do not deem it by any means indispensable that 
tha minister ef juttiee should be on the court rolls, 
either as n barrister, or as an attorney. Soah a know, 
ledge of law nnd of legal principles as every gentleman 
aspiring to a ahsTo in the Glovemiaent ought to possess 
would suffice. The Crown Law officers could he 
pealed to es atpreftent, to render advice upon teehni- 
calities, and their advice would be more reliable, if 
not being Ministerial officers their own interests Or 
position could not he affected by it. The Attorney. 
General, H t a o l l lri g the powers which tie elsewhere 
filled bye grand jury, should have somewhat of judi- 
cial independence securad him, but ths oEHco of 
Solicitor-General would then beooma bo secondary, 
that It might eithtr bo altogether abolished or be 
rendered less costly. 

Another motion which has been rtuJo by Mr. 
Fotster, and in which he has soceeedod equally, com. 
mandi our concurrence. This was for a select oom- 
miltse to enquire into the Btiaure of gold by the Cus- 
toms' nnthoritiee last year, from certain Chinese, and 
tho division of its proceeds. It is dotsbtful.webeliove, 
■whether this jciiure wbh legal and whether the whole 
ought not to be disgorged. Hut, in nay case, the pro- 
ceeding wss unjustifiably harsh. The claims of the 
revenue and the majesty of the law wonld have been 
sufficiently asserted if the men had been mulcted of a 
■mall portion of their gold, and such of them as re- 
sisted toe officers had hesn dealt with by the Policn 
Bench, 

The question of tha tsligioui teat introduced, by the 
Senate of the ITuivctitty tumB out to be a peculiarly 
yetted one. The propossl for its abolition hat been 
debated in the Uppet House still mere fiercely than in 
the Lower, and the struggle is not yet over. This 
question has been to overlaid with ■ mass of irrelevant 
arguments that its real scope and effect seems to to no 
longer understood. But we will not sdd, here, to the 
comments upon this matter which hsve already ap- 
peared in the leading columns of the Bimli, 
Connected with the subject of the Uni- 
versity, Howsver, ia the fact thit a second 
Affiliated 'College miy now he audi to ba organised— 
the Roman Cetbolio College of St. John.

denoe of thB " anxious desire " they olaint credit foe. 
When I onoo obtained, after much difficulty, a aroalt 
retnrn (mm thet company for a deficiency in weight, 
which was established by documentary proofs re- 
ceived from the port of discharge. I was told that, in 
future, unless a claim was made for deficiency before 
the vessel left the shoot they would not allow it. 
Mow, as a matter of equity sad cosnmen boubc, I 
would liltc to know how is the purchaser to tell or to 
show thst ho is deficient of his quantity when tha 
ooais are not weighed to him. fHssr.) But u a 
proof of Ihn manner in which business la transacted 
here under this head, I will mention another case 
whero tho captain of the vessel, when loading at the 
Ooal and Copper Company's shoots, being told that he 
had received his qusntity, no looking at the depth of 
water his vessel was drawing, complained 
that ha was deficient ef what he should ta- 
ceiva; tho antwti given to him was that he had 
teoeicei hla full quantity, anil would get no mere, and 
that if hB was not satisfied, and didnotahift bis vessel 
immediately they would cut his hawser, and send her 
adrift; the captain, not befog satisfied with this arbi- 
trary manner of dealing, told them to cut his hawser 
at their peril, and then osuig up to me for instructions, 
whenl tDld him not to lesve the shoot until his proper 
quantity had been given him :— tho result was that he 
obtained the further quantity lo which ho was entitled. 
(Heat.) 

Mr, Dowser: Is there no power to compel the com- 
panies to weiah over the coal? 

The CnsttLsfAis : None, until wo can obtain an Aot 
for the purpose. 

Mr. W. if 1 , WxAvnxatLt, : There la no'one concealed 
with tha coal trade who cannot speak to these deflcE-

Tmsjen works consist of crushing and omnlgimstlne 
machinery Ln connection with the mine, and from lhe 
r«mp«Mive stale or clBcienoy to whioh thay have 
attained, they will, d»ulnlrw, serve aa models for 
many enterprises cf a similar kind. They have been 
ereoted at the toot of the hill containing the cnartl- 
reeft, at ile aocttl-westem comer, on lhe norlh-eaaiera 
bsrdc of the creek. Within a few feet ur the water- 
level, and distant from the stream about 40 ysrda, tl

DAYS OF GRACE IN LIFE ASSURANCE

" 'thn case oamo before tbo Gonrt na demurrer. The 
aetinn was brought by the plaintiff on a policy of in- 
surance for £500, effected on ths life of Richard Paul 
[I. Tndrell, in the ofnee of the de Tendinis, and. bearing 
dale October 13, 1853. The declaration act out the 
polioy, which provided, in the ususl terms, that if the 
assured lived beyond the 13th of Oetober nertt ensuing, 
and he or his aesiena ihonld,on or before the aaid 13tli 
of Oetober in every sOQeesding- year during the natural 
life of tbs aaid Richard Faal H . Jodrell nay to the 
defendants the annual premium of £12 18*. vl.. and 
observe all the covenants in the deed, tha rjirectoat 
would, within three oaten der montha after pieof of tha 
deaih of the arid Kicusid Piul H, 
Jodrell, ply his cieomom, administrators, 
or euigna (ho tuul of WOO. The Jltlicy con- 
tained certain condition* the noD-perfornajiee 
of which were to make- it void, one of which wu, if 
the yearly premium waa not paid within thirty days 
after it became dne. The declaration then itated the 
payment of the premium in 18£t— that the said K. 
f. II, Jodrell lived beyond the 13th day of October 
then nes T p and taat the plaintiff, within thirty days 
after the prtmtmn became due, on the 8th of 
Notcmber, loatf. paid tho prenuarn of £22 IBs. Od. to 
the defendants by oheclc, which vraa presented on the 
1 4th November, 1856, and duly honoured before notice 
to the plaintiff of Mr. JodreU's death, and a receipt 
was rent lo tho plaintiff by the defendantana the loth 
oftfovemher, 1H55. Mt. JodteU died on the U'.h 
Noremher, IBjJ, The defandanu refnsed to 
pay the ioOd inured on tho potiiiy, end pleaded 
that Mr. Jorlrell died before the expiration of 
the thirty daya' pace after the loth of October, 
is;;, and before the check wis received by 
tha defendants, and before tho polioy waa renewed, and 
that Ltia defendants, had no notice or knowledge of 
bit death, and they received the proceeds of the check- 
under tha nrlstatcn aupposliitui that Mr. Jodrell was 
alive, end that the premium was not paid according; 13 
tho terras of the policy. To this plea the plaintifif on 
the grounds that the policy waa rmnwed and revived, 
arid thafaolt atated in the plea were no answer to it, 
Mr. fjray and Mr. Daria appeared for the plaintiff in 
anpport of tho demurrer, and 3Ir. Hawkins- and Mr. 
Foota in aupport ot that pica. The Court were of 
opinion that the judgment mast be Cor the defendants. 
Toe thirty iija wcro days of grace and indulgence, 
and the premium received during that time mast be 
taken tn have bean received on the understanding that 
tho person whose life was intarsd wu elite. Both 
parties were under a mistake ai to hie being ilive ; 
hut it was perfectly clear that if there had bean a sue;, 
grstlon of Mr. iodrelfa death at the time 
the premium waa paid the money would not 
have been received:, Sy the policy the 
premium most be paid within the yetr. Fayment 
within the thirty days named in the condition might 
be a question which parties would be wise not to raise, 
Tne contract waa for indemnity againat future death, 
end tha lut premium cot having been paid in por. 
auaoee of that contract, the plaint :3 miihi recover it 
b*ck again. Judgment must be for the defendattta." 

Tho decision in the above important eaae ia clearly, 
that the " days of s>race," hitherto tlvraya coaiidered 
aa " of grace" to tiu oiiured, are each only fa tha case 
whsn it is nf advantags to the office to continue the 
polioy. The gtsat ojntoiity or offices, we believe, 
allow thirty days after that on which the premium he. 
cornea due,— on any cl which they profeaa their 
willingness to receive the imnont. If tha party 
ha a; ci dentally" killed oa das day, while on 
his way In pay the premium, and it he 
tendered to the office the next day, it is at liberty to 
refute to receive the money, on (he plea that it* lit. 
bilicy terminated on the death of ths party and owing 
to non-payment of the premium, la the. eaae of a 
very large number of usnreri tt follows that the 
offices receive! twelve mootha' pnminm for m eleven 
months' rink, snd sot only so, but that ihe daya of 
grace otfered to policy holders by the corapanie* are a 
snare and delusion— a bait offered tn tempt them to 
vlitale their insurance.

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The oh*ris;a that is coming over the ityle of 
gold digging in Victoria ia introducing a now 
era in tha pursuit, The, Mndom method oF 
hunting for nnd noihmg alluriril drifti ia 
being gradu&U; Hbimdeiied na uncertain 
nn.l unsatiafR.Qtofy, and an incrfiuinrj nambor or 
those who hate mado ap thsir mintis to a lifa on 
the gold-fields, asd who hare n little capital 
to slut with, prefer to taeUk« tliem«Bl»r>s lo bjb* 
tcnatir quarti- crushing.' That there is still 
much geld left pmoiig tlio crdtnary workiog$ T 
there an be no dgiiht, and the sccasiosal dts- 
coTcrj-of such iriDnstBr nnfrgets as that which 
was tecentlj tumeri tip will always keep soma 
miners linking and burrowing for them. But 
Lliessi great prizss are few, whilo the blnnkn 
diavtu in the lotler; ara many. The 
Moidy and certain profits of continued attention 
to quarli-crushing his attractions for those who 
prefer a safe calculation to a risk, nhile the pur- 
suit is not a.ltogcthor destitute of tuc excitement 
of great and sudden gains. There have been 
acme yields from quarts quite as surprising and 
ag satisfactoiy as ths aigcorery of many of the 
anhihition ntiggctg. Stariina; from small be- 
ginnings, often a failure at first from the as- 
psngivonesa and inelHcienny of tha machinery 
ernployed, quartz-crughing is assuming daily 
greater dimension* in Victoria, and promises 
completely to eclipse in its rssulla the achieve- 
ments of former yenn and of common digging. 
It will add to ths stability of the 
colony and confirm, its reputation fur 
wealth ; for, as the quantity of auriferous 

rirlr. in practically inexhaustible, not only will 
annual yield be increased, but it will be 
assured and made reliable. Ore it fluctuation a 
in the amount of golu produced will probably be 
avoided, snu the value of the* yeirlv export Hill 
be sufficiently determined to be relied upon by 
commercial men with tolerable certainty. The 
Legislature has recognised the chsngs in ths 
methods of working the gold-fields that ia taking 
place, and laws have been passed to regulate 
mining partnerships, as well as to giant leases 
of sufficient areas uf auriferous land to justify 
the importation and erection of adequate ma- 
in California, quartz-crushing haa fur soma 
time past bean steadily oa the increase, and 
perhaps to this cants it is to he attritmted, 
that with r. smaller population than Victoria it 
yet keeps pace with it in the production of gold. 
The Aiiglo-Califrjrnian companies were all 
failures, and their promoters lost all that they 
ventured. None of them, we believe, continue 
their operations at the present time. They began 
too soon, before the true conditions of success 
were understood. But the miners on the spot, 
by local companies, have gradually restored the 
ctarjit of quard-erualing, and proved its profit- 
ableness, and at the present time it is said that 
no method of dispoaingof eurplusprflfits ismore 
general among the miners, or found mare 
profitable than an invcetment in quarlz mills on 
promising claims^ or in the construction of 
aqueducts necessary to fsed the scattered 
machines with water. 

For some reason or other New South Wales 
ia behindhand in this department of industry. 
That the colony possesses great resources in 
gold, there can be no doubt, and oven at tha 
present time tie escort returns alone ehow an 
annual production of more than tiro hundred 
thousand ounce*. No such rich alluvial deposits 
as have made Victoria famous, and determined 
the rush of population thither, hs-e been as yet 
discovered on this side of the border. Perhaps 
there are none such, though it ti impossible it 
present to telL But there is no reason 10 
believe that for the extraction of geld 
from quarts; this colony offers fewer 
inducements than other gold countries. The 



quarla veins abound in every direetion, and if 
they were, worked to anything liks the same 
vigour th«.t it bestowed on similar spots else- 
where, they would yiold a corresponding Teault. 
Wo doubt, nearly all of the capitalist companies 
that were formed in the early days of the pold 
mania were failures in this colony, just as they 
were in Victoria nnil California, and on this ac- 
count enterprise in this particular direction hoe 
been damped, But there is no valid reason why 
bote also, as well aa there, ultimate success 
should not follow early failure. The field is a 
wide ono, and in the present dull elate of Irada 
invitee enterprise. 

A few weeks ago there appeared in the 
JiaUn/iTiiC Star a detailed necount of the Port 
Phillip Company's quaru. works at Clunos — an 
esiahlbhmenl the largest of its kind in Australia, 
and which, though absorbing a considerable 
amount of capital, is worked to a pioflt, and 
ofTcTs a model worthy of imitation., Tho works 
have cost from fourteen to fifteen thousand 
pounds, and are still being extended. There is a 
Chilian mill capable of crushing five tons of 
quartz pet day, and driven by a gleam engine of 
fourteen horse-power. The engine ia also em- 
ployed to pump ihe water required to work the 
mill, the total quantity of which used for all 
purposes in the eglablishmont is said to lie two 
hundred and fifty gallons per rcinutD. But 
the Chilian mil!, though once a favourite appa- 
ratus, is found to be inferior to the stamping 
machines, It collects the gold somewhat mote 
completely, hut it is more tedious and costly in 
operation, There are three stamping machines 
erected, and a fourth is to bo constructed. Two 
of those machined contain twelve stamp-heads, 
and tho other contains eight. The three are 
driven by two engines, one of ton-horse power, 
and the other of twcnly-horae power. There 
are also kilns for calcining the quartz, and a 
Tetflrt for separating the quicksilver from tho 
gold, A workshop for the construction and 
repair of tho machinery ie attached to tho pre- 
mises. The nrstand smallest battery in this mill 
was let to work in May, 1857- In the following 
June tho second was elected, nnd iq October the 
third was comi-leted. Up to the 2?lh of March, 
1858, the Compinyhad crushed 7515 tons of 
quarts, the average yield Df which has been 
from 1 o*. a dww. to 1 a?., 13 dvrts. per ton. 
Tho machinery, we believe, is the property of 
en English company — one that after the exer- 
cise of much patience has tho prospect at last of 
reaping an ample Tewaid, Tho ret/ ia worked 
by a local company of miners, who have made 
an enreemenl for tho extraction of the gold. 
Tho original contract price for crushing and 
cleansing was three pounds per ton, but the 
imprav*mcnta thit have been made in the mill 
has allowed of a reduction in the price to 
fifty shillings for calcined quart*, and forly-five 
shillings for quarb of a certain fineness. The 
success of thia mill has lately attracted in Vic- 
toria the attention that it deserves, and before 
lonr; it will probably hare several rivals. Were 
similar facilities afforded for crushing tha quarti 
in places in this colony where it has been proved 
to be ricb, the escorts would soon begin to tell a 
different tale. The article sbnve referred to 
will he found in this day's Ilsrald. 



A conitEsroKDn^i has furnished us with s, 
document which will ha found in anothsr 
column, in reference to a recent decision of tho 
Court or Common Pleas at Westminster— a 
decision of the highest importance to persons 
interested in Life Insurance Companies, nod to 
which we direct their instant attention. 

In moat of the policies issued— in. nil that we 
have eeen— a condition ia inserted that, after the 
expiration of the year, a policy may he continued 
if, within "tha days of grace," the pre- 
mium be paid. We' have no doubt, if 
examination were made, it woald be found 
that nine persons out of the ten defer tha pay- 
ment of their premiums for soma days after the 
annual date of the policy. By the decision 
referred to, it will be seen that this practice is 
attended with the moat serious risk ; for should 
the person whose life is insured dio before the 
premium is tendered, tha policy would become 
void. This astounding decision has taken the 
world by surprise j yet, nevertheless. It is un- 
doubtedly correct if the policy be ia the usual 
form, and contain no saving pnriaian. The 
document, strictly sciutini.od, unquealionfibly 
amounts to this, and no more : that whereas a 
person making proposals to ensure his life 
must fint submit Id medical examinations and 
provide certificates, nnd is liable la have the pre- 
mium rated according to tho classification of bis 
life, no such preliminaries are interposed npon 
the renewal of a policy, whenever payment is 
made within the Spsco of ono month after the 
time covered by the premium is expired. Such, 
however, has never been understood. It 
has always heen supposed that, providing 
tho person insuring die within the month, 
although the premium be not paid, the in- 
surance ofGces would pay the policy. Under 
this impression, multitudes of persons have 
availed thensselres of what appeared to ha a 
piece of liberality, hut what, if strictly acted 
upon, would prove to be a moil: grievous 
delusion. 

There were some peculiarities in the ease 
upon which this decision accrued. The United 
Mutual Insurance Company cook part of 
the risk of the Metchmts' and Trades- 
men's Insurance Company. The pre- 
mium was due on October the 13th ; 
the days of grace, as allowed by the United 
Mutual Insurance Company, expired on Novem- 
ber the 3rd. The life fell in on November the 
12th. The manager of the United Mutual 
on the 14sh paid tho premium to the Mer- 
chants' and Tradesmen's Company — that is, two 
days after the life hod expired. The defendants 
in this action had received the premium 
after the expiration of their own days 
of grace, us a mstter of courtesy and accommo- 
dation to the other company — neither party being 
aware, however, that the person whose life waa 
insured had died. In this esse, therefore, not 
only had the year expired, but the dsye of grace 
had also expired, and without raising the ques- 
tion whether the days of grace, had they con- 
tinued to run, would have secured the policy, 
the defendants might have claimed a verdict, 
hecaiiae the additional indulgence was granted 

ignorance of the main fact. In reality, a new 
insurance had been obtained upon the life of a 
dead man. 

It waa upon pronouncing a decision in 
his cose, that tho general question arose upon 
vhich the Judges have declared that tha 
days of grace donot secure the insurer, excepting 
when the life doea not in [he mean time fall in ; 
then it may be continued upon the earae terms 
hr paying the premium within the thirty days. 
We do not sec what great advantages has been 
derived from the original concession of these 
days nf grace. No doubt delay of payment ia 
always an agreeable thing, hut in point of fact 
a much more substantial boon would be con- 
ferred upon persons insuring by allowing them 
to delay the payment, if at a considerable interest, 
for some months — at all events after they had 
insured for a certain number of yews- 
Thin, however, having been set out 



as one of the inducements to iasum, 
it becomeB of tho highest moment 
that it shall have ft determinate moaning not 
only in law but in practice. It is most unwisu 
and dangerous to speculate upon Ihe justice of 
Insurance Companies. Considering wuat large 
sums are frequently assured, and considering 
how frequent Ihe changes which take place in 
tho manngement or Insurance Companies, it is of 
(ho highest moment that nil the laws of 
such institutions should bs thoroughly 
understood and have a fixed nnd 
unchangeiible character. The object of 
insurance is to put a certainty against 
an uncertainty, A man in business, one 
enjoying a salary, is tolerably satisfied that, so 
long as he shall live, bo can provide for hie 
family, but the possibility of instant or early 
death^ is an impression most poinfol to any 
sensitive mind, burdened with the domestic 
cares. No man is worth a straw 
who, with tho present rate and facility 
of insurance, enjoys a moderate income, 
if he doos not, according to his station in life, 
provide against an event aver impeniinfj, nnd 
which, bin for such a provision, would plunge 
those moat near to him in deep distress end 
tnieety. In his mini ho puts the certainty of 
his policy against tho uncertainty of his life, and 
balancing the one ngainst the other, enjoys the 
roposo which is ensured hy the consciouaness 
that a provision has been made. If, however, 
the Insurance Companies, by the vagueness of 
the terms they employ, and by the uncertainty 
of their practice, draw man into snares a f this 
kind, tho very principle of life insurance is 
ihaken, and it is merely or.e uncertainty placed 
in a parallel lino with nnothcr. Tho man may 
Hue on, and, therefore, lose by insurance, 
or ho may die nnd his policy bo disputed, 
and his family gain nothing by insurance. 
These oro coneiderations which fortify indolence 
and selfishness, and operate to an extent not to 
bo easily estimated. Every case of dispute 
raised about tho payment of a premium, unless 
clearly for_ the resistance of fraud— unless jus- 
tified by circumstances which are so clear and 
strong ni to carry public opinion with the OIEce 
—tends lo leasen confidence in the principle 
of insurances, and thua to inflict not only a 
serious injury an society, but tha on the 
Insurance Companies themselves. There is, of 
course, always hanging about these institutions 
tha fear that, hy mismanagement or by extra- 
ordinary misfortunes, the funds mny be ex- 
bawled, and thus the policy become waste 
paper. To prevent this, elAboralo calculations 
have been made— facts have been collected front 
all quarters, and the experience of various com- 
panies collated. IVe were lad to imagine that the 
thing was tolerably sure, and that no groatoT 
uncertainty remained than must attach lo all 
human projects ; but this decision has rained a 
difficulty never dreamt of, and ws can fancy that 
when it becomes known to many of our readers, 
who are relying upon thesn days of grace, they 
will feel no very pleasant sensations. No doubt 
the companies that choose to take advantage of 
this decision will he able to do so, whatever disap- 
pointment it may occasion. They will bo 
clear gainers, providing they intend to grant no 
policies for the future, but surely no n,au will 
bo mad enough to go to a company Chat puts 
Upon its policy a clause so ensnaring, and leaves 
to conjecture its intended practice. Let the 
companies come forwnrd as many have done in 
England, and either state that they mean to 
abide by the decision of tho Court, or that the 
popular interpretation of the policy is the true 
one. Nor should we be content with any mere 
inference, The consent of silence is not to be ac- 
cepted in mallst* of business. We donot pretend 
to dictate what tho companies ousht to do. If 
they choose to say that tho decision of the 
Court of Common Pleas has expressed precisely 
tho intention of their days at grace, nil we can 
reply is that 4 shameful trap has been laid. 
Men who perhaps have hard work to scrape to- 
gether tho money to keep up (heir policies, 
will learn with something like horror that, 
after paying for many years, their families have 
been by the very conlrivanca of the company 
exposed tn total forfeiture for at leaatnno month 
iu twelve. We see that a very large number of 
lbs English insurance companies have declared 
that the family of any person who may die 
insured within the thirty days' grace, will he 
entitled to the policy upon the payment of 
the premium. Wo await a similar movement 
in the colonies. 



Ther£ has juat been issued from the Govern- 
ment Printinn Office a Return, ordered hy the 
Legislative! Assembly to be printed, and repub- 
lished in our issue of Monday last, showing the 
number of Deaths registered in the ollice of the 
Registrar Tor the City of Sydney, from the 1st 
March, 1855, when tho Registry Act come into 
operation, to the 3 1st March, 1859, distinguish- 
ing those cases in which the causes of death 
have been recorded on the certificate of a legally 
qualified medical practitioner. 

When ws observed that this return had been 
ordered by tha House, wo were glad to think 
that we should now have, whst had not pre- 
viously been laid before the public, a complete 
return of the deaths within tha city during the 
first ten months of 1866 and tha whole of 1857. 

We have been disappointed in several par- 
ticulars. In the drat place, the return furnishes 
no means, for periodical comparison; in the 
next, it givei results which do not agree with 
those ui" previous returns; and in tho next, it 
discloses a carelessness in the office which, to 
say the lean, is much to be regretted. 

As regards the means of comparison, the 
return is divided into three periods, but they are 
all dissimilar. The drat comprises tho ten 
months ended the 31st December, 18.50 ; the 
second the whole of tho year IBS 7 ; the last the 
three months ended the Slst March, 1S58. Had 
the arrangement heen such as to show the deaths 
during each month or oach quarter, it would 
have supplied data for several useful purposes 
which, in its present shape, are precluded. It 
might as well have given merely the aggregates 
of the whole twenty-five months. 

A still more important ground of dissatisfac- 
tion is, that the figures betray inaccuracy — 
inaccuracy for which there ia not oan Word 
either ot explanation or of apology ; and 
we need not say that in statements or 
this nature accuracy is an indispensable 
element. As j'ust intimated, we have nowhere 
a complete enumeration of tho deaths in the 
city ; hut wo possess a clue to certain of the 
results. For example, the REaisiBA.ii- 
Qstfl!HAt,'s Second Progress Report, dated 18th 
September, ISiS, gives the numbers for the 
preceding six months. Those for the next four 
months are obtained indirectly from the monthly | 
leturna for 1H.57 published in tha Galette, 
which refer to the deaths that occurred in the cor- 
responding months of the previous year. From 
these two sources we gather that the deaths, 
from tile 1st March to the 31st December, 18 S6, 
were 1079 ; whereas the return now laid before 
the Assembly elites them to have been 100S,— 
a discrepancy of 13. 

From the monthly returns published in the 
(Jeittte, we learn tnat tns fleams dutrng 



the year 1857 were 1308 j the return furnished 
to the Assembly gives 1317 ; a discrepancy cf 8. 

Here is a total difference of 22. And the 
discrepancy is thq more remarkable, because the 
Gassttt returns for 1857 and for 1868, confirm 
those for 1B56 and for 1857, ao far as references 
are made fiom tho one to the other ■ nud because, 
moreover, it seems obvious that whatever errorB 
might have crept in during the preceding year 
ought to have been discovered and acknow- 
ledged by tho time those references were made. 
And eeen now, we have no clue as to the ;>or/i'o!u 
of 1850 and 1&57. the months or the quarters, 
in which the incorrect returns ware given I so 
that our data, for monthly or quarterly compari- 
son, aro not to bo depended upon. 

Another fact divulged in tho return to the 
Assembly is ono which cannot but be regarded 
with surprise at the want of ordinary csto which 
it denotes. It is, that the medical certificates 
as to tho causes of death received in the years 
lBSfi and 1857 had "not been filed;" and 
that therefore the information which the order of 
tho House specially required, namely, tho actual 
numbers of Jcaths of which, during those years, 
the causes were recorded on the certificate of 
a legally qualified medical practitioner, " could 
not he given."
